The claim listing must include (1) the 
claim number of every claim ever presented in the application whether entered or not, (2) a 
single status identifier, in parenthesis, following each claim number, (3) the text of all pending 
claims (including withdrawn claims), and (4) markings (underlining, strikethrough) showing the 
changes made only in the current amendment relative to the immediate prior version.

When there is an amendment to the abstract, if the changes are minor in natwe, submit a 
replacement abstract with markings to show all changes relative to the immediately prior version. 
If the abstract is being substantially rewritten, submit a new abstract in clean text (no markings) 
accompanied by an instruction to cancel the previous abstract. Any new or replacement abstract 
must be submitted on a separate sheet (37 CFR 1.72). 

3. The purpose of accepting only the seven claim status identifiers hsted above and to 
require status identifiers on every claim is to prevent confusion by the printer when printing an 
allowed application, i.e. to prevent errors during the printing process. As such, only the seven 
status identifiers listed above will be accepted.
